By Indians 


NEW DELHI, 

India—It was

When it was done I, fresh 

from the back country and its 

potatoes and purees of grain, 

Was in a stuffed state of coma 

in a corner. I was awakened 

by a discussion of Pandit Jawa- 

harlal Nehru, Prime Minister of 
India. 

“For the West to understand 

Nehru,” said the amiable-faced 

man in the Indian evening dress 


—black coat and the gleaming | 


jodhpur trousers, “it is first nec- 
essary to understand that India 
is inhabited by Indians. The 


West,” he continued, “too often 
proceeds on the theory that for- 
eign countries are inhabited by 
westerners, or ought to be.” (The 
speaker turned out to be one of 
Nehru’s chief aides.) 


“Nehru,” he said, “is first of 
all the only son of a rich man. 
His very name is indicative of 
the fact he was spoiled. Jawa- 
harlar is a combination of two 
words. Jawahar means precious 
stone. Lal means son, or precious 
stone. Indians think highly of 
sons, and they are regarded as 
jewels. Therefore, the Prime 
Minister’s first name, given by 
doting parents, might well be 
translated “‘My Precious Jewel 
of a Son.” Secondly, it must be 
understood that he is an idealist, 
but not a starry-eyed one. He 
spent about seven years in Eng- 
lish jails and that makes one 
practical, and also introspective 
and perhaps bitter. Thirdly, he is 
very much an intellectual, and an 
honest one. He is poet and phi- 
losopher., He became attracted 
to Gandhi, aithough never agree- 
ing with him ir all things. His 
own father gave up the greatest 
law practice and great wealth to 
join his son in the fight for free- 
dom. 
things. 


Intellectual Honesty 


“If you think,” he said, “that 
Mr. Truman occasionally startles 
Americans by off-the-cuff utter- 
ances, consider our Mr. Nehru. 
We plead with him to put down 
a speech and stick with it. ‘Say 
what you wish,’ we plead, ‘but 
stay with the manuscript once it 
is written.’ He promises. Then 
what? He forgets he has it and 
talks to the people as he wishes. 
The other day, for example, you 
saw in the press that he said he 
thought the opposition had so 
many good points he sometimes 
thought he might better be leader 
of the opposition. Imagine us, 
tearing our hair as we listen. 
But the people love it—and him. 
He appears to be vague, because 
he can sée both sides of an argu- 
ment. He is first an intellec- 
tually honest man. Therefore, 
he confuses the West and, most 
of all, America. It is absurd to 
call him an appeaser of commu- 
nism, as do some in America. 
You have seen the violent and 
dangerous attacks. made on him 
by our Communists who call him 
a traitor to India and an ap- 
peaser and stooge of British and 
American imperialism. Well, you 
must understand that when he 
says that the ideal of commu- 
nism is one to be desired, that 
he is also the same man who

Paris Asks — 
NATO. Hold

PARIS, Jan. 4—The French 
Foreign Office announced Friday 
it had asked for postponement 
from Feb, 2 to Feb. 9 of the meet- 
ing of the Council of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization at 
Lisbon. Officials had said Thurs- 
day the request would be for a 
three-week delay. 


The official explanation was 
that the French Parliament, which 
would adjourn from Jan. 9 to 
Jan. 29, must debate the European 
army project and the admittance 
of Greece and Turkey to the 
treaty organization before the 
council’s meeting. It probably will 
discuss the army project Jan. 30.' 
It is hoped that by that date some 
agreement will have been reached 
by the foreign ministers of the six 
negotiating governments, who 
probably will reassemble in Paris 
Jan, 27. | 


Robert Schuman, French for- 
eign minister, repeated Friday his 
government could not accept en- 
trance of West Germany into the 
North Atlantic Treaty. This reas- 
sertion of previous statements, 
made to the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the assembly Friday, 
was provoked by remarks made 
Wednesday at Bonn by Walter 
Hallstein, chief German delegate 
to the European army conference. 
Hallstein had said West Germany 
would not attain equality if it 
remained out of the Atlantic Pact 
while its associates in the Euro- 
pean army were in the pact. 

Schuman immediately asked 
Bonn for an explanation. Schu- 
man told the committee the reply 
was that Hallstein had emphasized 
that West Germany, in joining 
the European army, would enter 
the Atlantic community indirectly. 

Hallstein’s remarks had irritat- 
ed the French government -which 
fears it may face stiffer resistance 
in the assembly if the European 
army project appears to be a 
means of bringing West Germany 
into the Atlantic Pact.

Gov, Herman Talmadge evidently means 
business on his proposal for a Turnpike 
Authority to build toll roads along heavily 
traveled, congested routes in Georgia. 

Administration aides are drafting a bill 
which the governor says will combine the 
best features of measures adopted in New 
Jersey and Oklahoma. (New Jersey has, 
recently completed a 115-mile superhighway, 
Oklahoma has 119 miles under construction.) 

The Talmadge-sponsored bill will come 
up before the General Assembly this year. 
There it will meet opposition. 

_ Rep. Owen J. Adams of Upson County 
has already stepped out as the spokesman for 
the antitoll group. Mr. Adams sees the 
establishment of a Turnpike Authority as “a 
dangerous trend in government,” one that is 
“obnoxious to many of our Georgia people.”

The U. S. Faces Up 
To Indian Realities 


Decision by the Truman administration to 
make a new effort to help India solve its 
economic problems is one of grave impor- 
tance to the free world. Although a $54,- 
000,000 development program sounds small 
compared with the billions we have spent to 
arrest communism in Western Europe, it is 
a good beginning. 

Whether all of Asia and the Middle East is 
te go the way of China depends upon how 
wisely our policies in the area are directed 
toward helping these Asiatic millions be- 
come self-sufficient. The key to the whole 
situation lies with India. 


Self-sufficiency in food and a growing 
industrialization of India, combined with 
a social program to guide India into a demo- 
cratie area of strength, should be the aim of 
American policy there. No amount of mili- 
tary security provided by the West can pre- 
vent disintegration of democratic ideals un- 
less the people themselves can be helped to 

the food they need and enabled to pro- 
uce the bare necessities of living in their 
own factories. — 

The Marshall Plan in Europe has achieved 
amazing results. A similar plan for the re- 
maining free nations of Asia is becoming in- 
creasingly important in the long-range plan- 
ning for security of the free world—ulti- 
raately that of the United States. Today 
India leans toward the United States. 

Strong forces from China and Soviet Rus- 
gia are at work in India. The present gov- 
ernment prefers the free way of the West. 
Whatever we do there will determine which 
way she will go. We must help her with 
agriculture, hydroelectric development, and 
other technical aid. We must help her with 
educational projects, remembering the vast 
eomplexities of her millions of people who 
remain first of all Indians and Asiatics. 

Conditions in China under the Commu- 
nists and the Indians’ own lot will be care- 
fully watched by the latter. Should the eco- 
nomie conditions of the Chinese improve, 
while those of the Indians remain miserable, 
nothing can stop this country from going 
Communist, too. 

The ultimate fate of the free world can be 
sealed as effectively in India as in Western 
Europe. The Point Four program has been 
effective. It must be extended to finish a job 
which must be done.

Our highway system is 
paid for, and dearly at times, by the persons 
who use it. Every time a motorist “fills ’er 
up” at a Georgia station he pays toll—seven 
cents for each 12 to 20 miles he drives. And 
the more congested the route, the more slow- 
downs and stops, the higher the mileage cost. 

Superhighways are not intended to sup- 
plant existing roads. They are intended to 
supplement them. We'll always need the 
highway linking hamlet to hamlet and city 
to city. But the motorist with no especial 
business along that route should have the 
privilege of paying for a “through” ride just 
as the traveler on the common carrier can 
choose an “express” instead of a “local” 
which stops*at each crossroads. 

Don’t get the idea that the Talmadge 
turnpike plan has been thought up solely 
to benefit the Midwesterner bound for Flor- 
ida. His advantage would be incidental to 
facilitating the flow of all traffic through reg 
lieving congestion and removing the many 
hazards of driving through the country. 

Nationally, our highway system is over- 
loaded and obsolete, inadequate in peace or 
war. Traffic congestion could mean disaster 
in the remote possibility of armed invasion. 

In national security Georgia is a key state. 
Our highways are a vital link in the national 
chain. We need high-speed, limited-access 
highways geared to the future. We can’t get 
them from present revenues for highway 
purposes. To get the improvements we need 
we're going to have to do some installment 
buying. 

The state administration suggests better 
roads on “pay-as-you-go.” To us the plan 
sounds good. 

‘If and when the governor’s dream of a 
turnpike to Tennessee comes true, we'll be 
there at the ribbon cutting, toll in hand.

The other fact is that for the two years the 
inspection law was in operation, and for those 
two years only, North Carolina was sayed the 
spectacle of ancient automobiles unable to pass 
inspection tests in states in which they were for- 
merly licensed being dumped on North Caro-

RFC Profits Should End the Agitation 
For ‘Abolition of This Valuable Agency’ 


Mt. Vernon, N. Y.—The re- 
port by Mr. Symington, ap- 
pointed by President Truman 
to head the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, showing a 
substantial dividend to the 
United States Treasury, should 
end the agitation for the aboli- 
tion of this valuable and con- 
structive government agency. 
The RFC has provided loans for 
useful business enterprises, 
mostly small businesses which 
could not have gotten loans 
from the regular banking agen- 
cies. It has made a profit in so 
doing, which has been turned 
back to the federal treasury, 
giving the treasury a 7.6 per 
cent return on its investment. 

Charges of “influence” were 
levied against the RFC with 
special vigor by those who 
wanted to preserve the monop- 
oly previously enjoyed by es- 
tablished agencies over the lend- 


ing of money. But undue and 
unjustified political <nfluence 
has been eliminated by Mr. 
Symington as President Tru- 
man’s appointee. 

In any case, the charge of in- 
fluence, coming from bankers, 
is a little absurd to those who 
know the private banking busi- 
ness.

' tribution to the field of international finance, ig 
starting ont on another official mission soon that will take him all 
the way around the globe. He is leaving Washington the latter part 
of this month on a trip that will take him first to England, then on 
to India, Pakistan, Burma, Singapore, Ceylon, Australia and New 
Zealand before returning to the United States late in March by way 


of Hawaii and the West Coast. 


Mr. Black’s official title is 
president of the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, the giant billion- 
dollar lending agency set up to 
aid other governments in their 
struggle for economic stability. 
But he is better known as the 
head of what has come to be 
called the World Bank. The ab- 
breyiated title is more descrip- 
tive of the institution's far-flung 
functions. 


The visit to the Far East 


and to Europe is being made . 


in keeping with the policy of 
World Bank officials to main- 
tain close contacts with the 
borrowing nations. Already 
since he has been head of the 
great international banking 
institution Mr. Black has 
visited some 30 of the 50 na- 
tions which are members of 
the bank. 


He will be accompanied by 
Mrs. Black, the former Susette 
Heath of Atlanta, who often goes 
along with him on such missions. 
A staff of World Bank officials 
will also be with him. The en- 
tire trip will be made by air and 
will require eight weeks of 
travel, 


The former Atinnte man is 
a tall, towering figure with a 
commanding appearance that 
well fits his role as the world’s 
No. 1 governmental banking ex- 
ecutive. He comes about his 
banking career naturally. His 
father, the late Eugene R. Black, 
was head of the Atlanta Federal 
Reserve Bank for years and 
was appointed by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as the 
first head of the Federal Re- 
serve System under his adminis- 
tration. Prior to coming to 
Washington in his present high 
position, Mr. Black, Jr., was one 
of the top executives of the 
great Chase National Bank in 
New York City. 

He long has been regarded as 
one of the leading bankinj fig- 
ures of the country—e reputa- 


~*~tlon that caused him to” be 


, - 


picked to head up the vast in- 
stitution he now directs. 


In telling of his plans for the 
forthcoming trip, Mr. Black ree 
vealed to The Constitution core 
respondent the other day what 
he has come to consider the chief 
headache on missions of thig 
kind. Because of the position he 
holds in the banking world, 
everywhere he goes there is a 
widespread demand on his time 
for official entertainment. Gove 
ernment heads and foreign dige 
nitaries vie with each other for 
the privilege of giving some fore 
mal state dinner or party in hig 
honor. When he first started out 
making such trips to foreign 
lands, as many as six or more 
parties were scheduled for him 
in a single day in the world 
capitals he visited, 

The ordeal of attending so 
many functions was too great for 
Mr. Black, who is more business 
than socially inclined. He found 
it necessary to impose a limit on 
such daily functions. Now he has 
adopted a set rule of not accepte 
ing an invitation to more than 
one such function on any day.

“A few months ago, after I 
had had my eye removed, I was 
in the waiting room of one of 
our best specialists in the match- 
ing and fitting of artificial eyes. 
I was there for an hour or more, 
ang in that time I was surprised 
at the number of children frisk- 
ing around. I took for granted 
that they were there because 
their parents had not been able 
to leave them home. I asked 
the.doctor about it. He paused 
and looked at me soberly. 

““Mr. Jones (we'll call him),’ 
he said, ‘these children are all 
being fitted to artificial eyes. 
And do you know why? Because 
they lost their eyes in play. 
Many parents are so indifferent 
or careless about the danger of 
this rather stupid trick some 
children have of poking other 
children in the face, that they 
expose them unnecessarily to 
the loss of an eye.

In many homes last week’s fruit cake is about as popular as 
last week’s Christmas tree. Perhaps the best thing to do is to 
serve the crumbs and broken slices which seem unavoidable, then 
carefully wrap and store the rest of the cake for a few months. By 
that time it will again be the delicacy it was during the holidays. 


_ Fruit cake crumbs and pieces 
may be used as a topping on ice 
cream with marshmallow sauce, 
or combined with apple slices to 
make a fruit betty. One of the 
best tricks is to put the pieces 
in the top of a double boiler, 
sprinkle lightly with water or 
* fruit juice, cover, arid steam 
until it is the consistency of a 
pudding. Serve it with a 
custard sau.> or with a nut- 
meg ha-~ sauce.

With a flick of psychology and 
a lilting tune you can take all 
the resistance out of calisthen- 
ics. Think of exercise as rhythm 
slimming. With a long, slim 
stretch you can recapture a 
lithe, limber figure and look 
and feel 10 years younger! 

Or, be lazy if you like... 
you can lose 50 plus pounds 
without stretching a muscle, 
provided the daily calories are 
under your energy require- 
ments. It’s the diet that does 
the reducing. 

Exercise tones muscles, slims 
measurements and gives a 
smooth finishing touch. So take 
a few conditioners if you are 
up to it. Stretching pulls you 
out of the dumps mentally and 
physically. It helps you to come 
alive. 

If you are a bit rusty on exer- 
cise, there are a few rules to 
observe. It is always important 
to stop exercise at the height 
of its invigorating effect. Five 
minutes may be sufficient for a 
starter. Do not take vigorous 
calisthenics within an hour, and 
a half after a meal or before re- 
tiring if they are too stimulat- 
ing for you. 


STRETCHING IS EASY 


Turn on a tune and 
s-t-r-e-t-c-h. Stretching exer- 
cises are easy and most reward- 
ing for they stimu‘ate the cir- 
culation.

Ford Spurns 
Hike Despite
